1 . AS REFTEL MAKES CLEAR COMMUNITY LEADERS ARE NOT BEING 
PARTICULARLY ENERGETIC IN PURSUING POSSIBILITY OF USING IRANIAN 
PASSPORTS TO LEAVE SYRIA. AT OCTOBER 18 MEETING DCM DELIVERED 
SHALOM'S LETTER OF SEPTEMBER 26 WHICH SUGGESTED THAT TOUTAH 
ARRANGE FOR A FEW FAMILIES TO APPLY TO THE IRANIAN EMBASSY 
IN DAMASCUS AS A TEST CASE. TOUT AH'S INITIAL REACTION WAS 
THAT HE WOULD STUDY THE SUGGESTION AND PERHAPS SEE IF THERE WERE 
ANY COMMUNITY MEMBERS WHO HAD IRANIAN PASSPORTS, WHO 
MIGHT BE INTERESTED IN EMIGRATING TO IRAN AND WHO WOULD BE
